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PART  I:  PUBLISHED  RESULTS-BASED  PLAN  2008-09 
MINISTRY  OVERVIEW 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  responsible  for  providing  a  fair  and  accessible 
justice  system  that  reflects  the  needs  of  diverse  communities  across  the  province.  The 
ministry  employs  approximately  8,100  staff  who: 

•  work  in  criminal,  civil  and  family  courts; 

•  prosecute  crime; 

•  provide  services  to  victims  and  vulnerable  Ontarians; 

•  provide  legal  services  to  Government. 

The  ministry  is  guided  by  four  key  strategies  to  support  the  government  priority  of 
"Stronger,  Safer  Communities."  They  are: 

Improving  the  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System 

The  ministry  helps  protect  community  and  personal  safety  through  the  effective 
prosecution  of  offences.  More  than  900  Crown  attorneys  prosecute  approximately 
500,000  charges  each  year. 

Protecting  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable 

The  ministry  delivers  or  supports  a  broad  range  of  special  services  to  vulnerable  people. 
These  include: 

•  decision-making  by  the  Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee  for  mentally 
incapable  people  with  no  one  else  to  act  on  their  behalf; 

•  legal  representation  of  children  through  the  Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer; 

•  supervised  access  for  families  with  custody  and  access  issues; 

•  funding  for  Legal  Aid  Ontario. 

The  ministry  is  also  responsible  for  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code.  The  ministry  is 
working  to  modernize  Ontario’s  human  rights  system  following  passage  of  a  law 
amending  the  Code  in  December  2006.  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  will 
continue  to  promote,  protect  and  advance  human  rights.  As  of  June  30,  2008,  all 
discrimination  claims  will  be  filed  directly  with  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario. 

The  new  Human  Rights  Legal  Support  Centre  will  offer  claims-related  legal  and  support 
services  to  people  across  Ontario. 

Ensuring  Access  to  Victims  Services 

The  ministry  provides  and  supports  a  wide  array  of  services  for  victims  of  crime  through 
community  and  court-based  initiatives.  These  services  begin  at  the  scene  of  a  crime 
and  continue  through  the  court  process. 
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Delivering  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System 

The  ministry  administers  criminal,  civil  and  family  courts.  In  these  courts,  ministry 
employees: 

•  provide  courtroom  and  administrative  support; 

•  maintain  records; 

•  enforce  civil  orders; 

•  collect  fines  and  fees; 

•  give  information  to  the  public. 

The  ministry  also  works  with  judges  and  other  justice  partners  to  improve  access  to 
justice. 

Additionally,  the  ministry  supports  the  government’s  priority  of  serving  a  "Vital  Public 
Interest". 

The  ministry  supports  the  role  of  the  Attorney  General  as  Chief  Law  Officer  of  the 
Crown.  It  provides  the  government  with  expert  legal  services,  advocacy  and 
representation  before  tribunals  and  at  all  levels  of  the  court. 

The  ministry  also  maintains  public  accountability  for  the  administration  of: 

•  the  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board 

•  the  Assessment  Review  Board 

•  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board 

•  the  Board  of  Negotiation 

•  the  Special  Investigations  Unit.

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MINISTRY  RESULTS-BASED  PLAN  2008-09 

Through  its  Results-Based  Plan,  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  committed  to 
meeting  the  government's  priorities  of  “Stronger,  Safer  Communities”  and  serving  a  “Vital 
Public  Interest”. 

Stronger,  Safer  Communities 

The  government  has  established  the  following  results: 

•  make  Ontarians  safe  in  their  communities; 

•  enable  young  offenders  to  become  contributing  members  of  society; 

•  make  Ontario  a  safe  place  for  victims  of  domestic  violence; 

•  better  protect  Ontario’s  children. 

To  achieve  these  results,  the  ministry  has  established  four  strategies,  with  a  number  of 
related  objectives  for  2008-2009: 

Improve  the  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System 

The  ministry  protects  community  and  personal  safety  through  the  prosecution  of  offences 
in  all  criminal  matters  and  criminal  appeals  before  all  levels  of  courts  in  the  province. 

More  than  900  Crown  attorneys  prosecute  approximately  500,000  charges  per  year.  The 
ministry  is  working  to  improve  the  effective  functioning  of  the  criminal  justice  system. 
Managing  caseloads  requires  a  multi-faceted,  coordinated  approach.  The  ministry  is 
working  in  cooperation  with  all  partners  in  the  justice  system,  including  Crowns,  police, 
the  judiciary  and  the  private  bar. 

The  Honourable  Patrick  LeSaqe,  Q.C.,  and  Professor  Michael  Code  are  reviewing 
procedures  for  large  and  complex  criminal  cases.  They  will  identify  issues  and 
recommend  solutions  to  move  these  cases  through  the  justice  system  faster  and  more 
effectively. 

The  ministry  is  working  to  find  new  and  innovative  ways  to  move  criminal  cases  through 
the  system  faster.  A  more  effective  system  will  allow  the  ministry  to  focus  more  resources 
on  high  priority  criminal  offences  and  offenders.  This  enhances  public  safety  and 
confidence  in  the  criminal  justice  system. 

In  2008-2009,  the  ministry  will  set  public  targets  for  the  time  and  number  of  court 
appearances  needed  to  complete  criminal  cases. 

To  this  end,  the  percentage  of  criminal  charges  that  went  to  trial  was  eight  per  cent  in 
2007-2008.  This  helps  to  ensure  that  court  time  is  used  as  effectively  as  possible  and 
allows  the  most  serious  charges  to  proceed  to  trial  more  quickly.  This  figure  is  expected 
to  remain  at  or  below  nine  per  cent  in  2008-2009. 
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Additionally,  the  percentage  of  criminal  charges  resolved  without  a  trial  date  being  set 
was  77  per  cent  in  2007-2008.  It  is  expected  to  be  at  least  72  per  cent  in  2008-2009.  This 
allows  for  more  court  time  for  those  charges  that  cannot  be  resolved  prior  to  trial. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  employ  other  measures  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the 
system,  including  backlog  reduction  courts  at  the  busiest  court  sites. 

As  of  March  31st,  2008,  the  Government  had  appointed  73  judges  and  113  Justices  of  the 
Peace  to  the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice  since  October  2003. 

The  Youth  Justice  Committee  (YJC)  program  is  an  alternative  to  the  formal  court  process 
that  holds  low-risk  young  offenders  accountable  for  their  behaviour  and  addresses  issues 
that  may  lead  to  re-offending.  It  brings  together  youths  aged  12  to  17,  their  parents, 
victims  and  trained  members  of  the  community  to  work  out  an  appropriate  way  for  the 
young  person  to  make  amends,  such  as  community  service,  restitution  or  a  personal 
apology  to  the  victim.  In  2007-2008,  78  per  cent  of  youth  who  attended  a  YJC  meeting 
successfully  completed  the  program.  It  is  expected  that  at  least  79  per  cent  of  youth  will 
do  so  in  2008-2009.The  YJC  program  expanded  in  2007,  and  now  operates  in  57 
communities  across  the  province,  representing  every  base  court  jurisdiction. 

On  an  ongoing  basis,  the  ministry  also  supports  Aboriginal  Justice  programs,  including 
the  development  of  the  Aboriginal  Justice  Strategy.  Ontario’s  New  Approach  to  Aboriginal 
Affairs  recognizes  the  importance  of  developing  this  strategy,  together  with  Aboriginal 
partners.  The  ministry  is  working  closely  with  the  Aboriginal  Justice  Strategy  Advisory 
Committee.  This  committee  brings  Aboriginal  organizations  and  representatives  together 
with  justice  sector  ministries  to  develop  strategic  directions  to  achieve  the  strategy’s 
objectives. 

Guns  and  Gangs 

The  ministry  continues  playing  a  leading  role  in  the  government’s  anti-gun  and  gang 
strategy.  In  2008-2009,  the  government  will  continue  to  work  with  all  levels  of  government 
and  members  of  the  community  to  find  legislative  changes  and  community-based 
initiatives  to  help  reduce  gun  violence. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  support  the  work  of  the  Guns  and  Gangs  Task  Force.  This 
task  force  of  police,  Crowns  and  victim  services  staff  work  together  from  the  first  day  of 
an  investigation.  These  specialized  Crown  prosecutors  provide  early  legal  advice  to 
police,  especially  on  search  warrants  or  other  issues  arising  in  an  investigation.  When 
needed,  they  get  legal  authorization  for  the  police  to  conduct  wiretaps.  After  charges  are 
laid  by  police,  Crown  prosecutors  prepare  and  conduct  the  prosecutions. 

A  second  major  crime  courtroom  is  now  open  in  Toronto.  It  increases  the  criminal  justice 
system's  ability  to  deal  with  large-scale  prosecutions.  The  ministry  also  hired  40  new 
Crown  attorneys  and  15  support  staff  who  will  be  working  across  the  province  to  make 
communities  safer. 
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Ontario  will  continue  to  call  on  the  federal  government  to  ban  handguns.  It  will  also 
continue  to  express  its  disappointment  that  the  federal  government  has  again  decided  to 
exempt  “long  gun”  owners  from  having  to  register  their  firearms  for  a  third  consecutive 
year. 

In  2008-2009,  the  ministry  and  its  justice  partners  will  work  to  protect  the  public  from  high- 
risk  offenders.  In  2007,  the  Premier  announced  a  $21.5  million,  five-year  plan  to  better 
prosecute  and  manage  dangerous  and  long-term  offenders.  Police  and  victim  services 
staff  will  be  monitoring  repeat  offenders  in  the  community  and  notifying  victims  of  their 
release. 

Protect  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable 

The  ministry  is  committed  to  protecting  the  interests  of  the  most  vulnerable  in  the 
province.  A  range  of  services  is  provided  by  the  Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and 
Trustee,  the  Office  of  the  Children's  Lawyer,  the  Supervised  Access  program  and  Legal 
Aid  Ontario. 

Some  key  performance  measures  related  to  these  services  are: 


Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee 


•  Percentage  of  allegations  of  abuse  of  mentally  incapable  adults  responded  to  within 
24  hours  by  the  Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee 
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Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer 

•  Percentage  of  custody/access  cases  involving  the  Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer 
that  are  settled  without  a  trial 
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Supervised  Access  Program 

•  Percentage  of  safe  visits  and  exchanges  without  incident  between  children  and  their 
non-custodial  parent  in  Supervised  Access  Centres 
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Legal  Aid  Ontario  (LAO)  is  an  arm’s-length  agency  responsible  for  providing  high  quality 
legal  aid  service  to  low-income  Ontarians.  The  government’s  2007  budget  increased 
LAO’s  funding  by  $51  million  over  three  years.  This  includes  $17  million  in  2008-2009. 

In  2007-08,  the  percentage  of  Legal  Aid  Ontario  family  settlement  conferences  that 
resulted  in  settlement  out  of  court  was  61  per  cent.  This  rate  is  expected  to  remain 
consistent  in  2008-09.  This  greatly  benefits  children  and  their  families,  and  contributes  to 
the  effectiveness  of  the  system  by  directing  cases  away  from  the  courts. 

In  2008-2009,  the  ministry  will  continue  to  work  with  LAO  on  the  implementation  of  a  new 
protocol  for  managing  court-ordered,  publicly-funded  criminal  defences.  The  protocol 
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was  developed  in  2007  to  ensure  public  funds  are  spent  effectively  through  greater 
financial  oversight  and  assessment  powers.  When  a  judge  orders  the  ministry  to  fund  the 
defence  of  an  accused  person  who  is  not  receiving  legal  aid,  the  ministry  and  LAO  will 
appear  before  the  court  together  to  recommend  funding  and  billing  processes  that  could 
be  made  official  in  a  court  order. 

The  ministry  expects  to  receive  Professor  Michael  Trebilcock’s  review  of  Ontario’s  legal 
aid  system  in  the  Spring  of  2008.  Ontario  will  also  continue  to  press  the  federal 
government,  as  a  partner  in  the  justice  system,  to  pay  its  fair  share  of  legal  aid  costs. 

The  ministry  is  responsible  for  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code.  The  ministry  is  working  to 
modernize  Ontario’s  human  rights  system  following  passage  of  a  law  amending  the  Code 
in  December  2006. 

The  new  system  will  launch  June  30,  2008.  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  will 
continue  to  promote,  protect  and  advance  human  rights.  The  Commission’s  duties  will 
include: 

•  public  inquiries; 

•  research  and  analysis; 

•  education  and  training; 

•  policy  development; 

•  working  to  build  an  active  human  rights  culture. 

All  discrimination  claims  will  be  filed  directly  with  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario. 

All  cases  within  the  tribunal's  jurisdiction  will  receive  early  access  to  an  adjudicator  to  be 
resolved  fairly,  effectively  and  quickly. 

The  new  Human  Rights  Legal  Support  Centre  will  offer  claims-related  legal  and  support 
services  to  people  across  Ontario.  This  could  range  from  advice  and  support  to  legal 
representation.  The  Centre  will  be  an  independent  corporation,  and  will  be  publicly  funded 
and  accountable. 

Ensure  Access  to  Victim  Services 

The  ministry  funds  community-based  agencies  that  deliver  a  broad  range  of  victim 
services,  including: 

•  crisis  assistance  and  referral  services 

•  sexual  assault  services 

•  child  witness  programs 

•  counselling  programs  for  spouses  who  have  assaulted  their  partners 

•  safety  planning  for  people  at  risk  of  violence. 

The  ministry’s  $16  million  Victim/Witness  Assistance  Program  is  a  cornerstone  of 
services  provided  to  victims  of  violent  crime  in  Ontario.  This  program  helped  66,000 
people  last  year.  It  provides  direct  support,  information  and  referrals  to  victims  and 
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witnesses  of  crime  involved  in  the  criminal  court  process.  This  year,  the  program  will 
make  day-one  contact  with  domestic  violence  victims. 

The  percentage  of  clients  satisfied  with  the  services  provided  by  this  program  was  93.7 
per  cent  in  2007-2008.  The  ministry  expects  this  rate  to  be  maintained  through  2008- 
2009. 


The  ministry  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation 
Board  (CICB).  Former  Chief  Justice  Roy  McMurtry  is  considering  the  role  of  direct 
compensation  within  the  spectrum  of  victim  services  provided  by  the  ministry  and 
organizations  accountable  to  it,  including  the  CICB.  The  ministry  expects  his  report  later 
this  year. 

The  CICB  will  continue  work  initiated  in  2007-2008,  for  which  the  province  earmarked 
$100  million  in  one-time  funding  for  compensation  awards.  This  money  will  provide 
compensation  to  at  least  8,000  victims  of  violent  crime  and  their  families  who  have 
applied  for  compensation  to  the  board.  The  CICB  will  continue  to  eliminate  backlogs  and 
modernize  its  operations,  to  position  itself  to  respond  to  any  potential  recommendations 
from  Mr.  McMurtry. 

The  Victim  Crisis  Assistance  Referral  Service  is  another  ministry-funded  program  that 
support  victims  of  crime.  It  provides  immediate  help  to  victims  whenever  they  need  it. 
Trained  volunteers  can  be  dispatched  to  provide  on-site,  short-term  crisis  assistance. 

This  program’s  funding  will  be  increased  in  2008-2009  by  $1 .8  million. 

A  program  for  child  victims  and  witnesses  will  expand  in  2008-2009.  The  ministry 
currently  funds  centres  that  offer  court  assistance  to  children  who  are  victims  or 
witnesses  of  violent  crime.  It  will  soon  be  offered  in  eight  locations  around  the  province. 

In  response  to  a  growing  demand  for  its  services,  funding  for  the  Partner  Assault 
Response  program  will  grow  this  year  to  $2  million.  This  program  provides  education  and 
counselling  for  offenders,  and  support  and  referrals  to  community  agencies  for  victims.  It 
operates  across  the  province. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  support  the  Bail  Safety  Program.  The  program  allows  for 
trained  staff  to  interview  victims  before  a  bail  hearing.  This  allows  Crowns  to  present  the 
best  possible  evidence  to  the  presiding  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace.  It  currently  operates 
in  10  sites  across  the  province. 

The  Attorney  General  awarded  the  inaugural  Victim  Services  Awards  of  Distinction  in 
2007-2008.  These  awards  recognize  individuals  or  groups  who  have  delivered  support  to 
victims  of  crime,  as  well  as  those  who  work  to  raise  the  profile  of  victim  services  in  the 
province.  They  will  be  held  again  in  2008-2009. 
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Deliver  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System 

The  ministry  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  criminal,  civil,  family  and  small  claims 
courts  in  Ontario.  It  is  committed  to  providing  a  modern  and  professional  court  service 
that  supports  accessible,  fair,  timely  and  effective  justice.  Services  include: 

•  providing  public  information  at  court  counters  and  information  centres; 

•  maintaining  court  records; 

•  providing  courtroom  support  for  the  judiciary; 

•  managing  juries; 

•  delivering  family  and  civil  mediation  programs; 

•  enforcing  court  orders; 

•  providing  administrative  support  for  the  appointment  of  judges  and  other  judicial 
officials. 


Some  key  performance  measures  that  show  how  these  services  enhance  access  to 
justice  include: 

Civil  Court 

•  Percentage  of  civil  court  customers  with  single  filings  who  were  served  in  less  than 
20  minutes 
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Family  Court 

•  Percentage  of  cases  that  proceeded  to  Family  Mediation  that  were  fully  or  partially 
settled 
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Small  Claims  Court 

•  Percentage  of  small  claims  court  customers  with  single  filings  who  were  served  in 
less  than  20  minutes 
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In  2008-2009,  the  ministry  expects  to  receive  the  Honourable  Coulter  Osborne’s  final 
report  on  ways  to  improve  Ontario’s  civil  justice  system.  The  ministry  received  Mr. 
Osborne’s  summary  report  in  November  2007.  It  contains  81  recommendations  on  the 
civil  justice  system. 

The  Attorney  General  has  held  focussed  discussions  with  justice  partners  in  communities 
across  the  province  to  get  their  feedback  on  the  summary  report. 

In  2008-2009,  the  ministry  will  continue  to  upgrade  court  facilities  across  the  province. 
Construction  will  continue  on  the  Durham  Consolidated  Courthouse  in  Oshawa.  This  new 
facility  will  be  built  to  top  energy  conservation  standards. 

Other  strategic  investments  and  planning  studies  for  future  projects  will  continue  across 
the  province.  The  Ontario  Realty  Corporation  (ORC)  is  working  to  determine  potential 
sites  for  a  consolidated  courthouse  in  Waterloo  Region.  In  Sioux  Lookout,  the  ORC  is 
working  with  an  architect  to  finalize  requirements  for  a  new  location.  Site  selection  is 
underway  for  consolidated  courthouses  that  will  be  built  in  St.  Thomas,  Quinte  Region 
and  Thunder  Bay.  A  planning  study  is  underway  for  a  new  consolidated  courthouse  in 
Guelph  and  Wellington  County. 

The  ministry  will  also  continue  its  work  to  increase  accessibility  in  Ontario  courthouses. 
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Through  its  Legal  Services  Division,  the  ministry  supports  the  role  of  the  Attorney  General 
as  Chief  Law  Officer  of  the  Crown.  It  provides  the  government  with  expert  legal  services, 
advocacy  and  representation  before  tribunals  and  at  all  levels  of  court.  The  percentage  of 
government  clients  satisfied  with  services  provided  by  the  Legal  Services  Division  was  92 
per  cent  in  2006-07  and  93  per  cent  in  2007-2008.  This  satisfaction  rate  is  expected  to  be 
at  or  above  90  per  cent  in  2008-2009. 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Board  (OMB)  is  an  independent  agency  of  the  government  that 
reports  to  the  ministry.  The  OMB  hears  applications  on  land  use  planning,  development 
and  other  municipal  issues.  In  2007-2008,  81  per  cent  of  OMB  decisions  were  issued 
within  45  days  of  the  end  of  a  hearing.  This  rate  is  expected  to  increase  to  85  per  cent  in 
2008-2009. 

In  2008-2009,  the  ministry  will  continue  to  support  the  work  of  the  new  Law  Commission 
of  Ontario.  The  commission  works  with  academic  institutions,  the  legal  community,  the 
judiciary  and  the  public.  The  Law  Commission  generates  practical  and  creative  solutions 
to  existing  challenges  in  the  legal  system.  It  opened  in  2007. 

The  government  is  moving  forward  with  the  design  and  implementation  of  a  new  police 
complaints  system,  after  passage  of  a  law  in  2007.  This  system  will  be  run  by  a  new 
civilian  organization,  and  led  by  an  Independent  Police  Review  Director.  The  Director  will 
be  appointed  in  the  spring  of  2008.  The  new  system  is  expected  to  be  up  and  running  in 
2009. 

This  independent  civilian  body  will  be  responsible  for  receiving  complaints  and 
determining  who  would  be  best  to  investigate.  It  could  investigate  the  complaint  itself,  or 
refer  it  to  the  police  service  affected  or  another  police  service  altogether.  Members  of  the 
public  would  still  be  able  to  deal  directly  with  their  local  police  service,  if  they  prefer. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  provide  administrative  support  for  two  ongoing  public 
inquiries. 

The  Cornwall  Public  Inquiry  into  allegations  of  abuse  of  young  people  continues.  Headed 
by  Justice  Normand  Glaude,  this  inquiry  is  looking  into  the  response  of  the  justice  system 
and  other  public  institutions  to  the  allegations  of  historical  abuse.  It  is  also  considering 
processes,  services  and  programs  that  would  encourage  community  healing  and 
reconciliation. 

The  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Stephen  Goudge  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  Ontario  is  leading 
a  public  inquiry  into  the  oversight  of  Ontario’s  pediatric  forensic  pathology  system.  His 

report  is  expected  by  September  30,  2008.

•  provides  ongoing  support  and  maintenance  within  the  ministry  related  to  the 
Integrated  Financial  Information  System  (IFIS)  and  leads  the  implementation  of 
enhancements  to  IFIS; 

•  provides  Results-based  Planning  co-ordination,  strategic  assessment  and 
planning  and  support,  including  the  development  and  monitoring  of  the  ministry’s 
plan  and  its  implementation  through  integrated  financial  and  risk  management 
quarterly  reporting; 

•  supports  the  ministry’s  program  areas  in  the  development  of  performance 
measures,  research  and  evaluation;  produces  the  Results-based  Plan  Briefing 
Book  to  support  the  tabling  of  the  Printed  Estimates  in  the  Legislature;  monitors 
the  ministry’s  use  of  consulting  contracts;  and  undertakes  a  variety  of  Central 
Agency  corporate  exercises; 
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•  coordinates  corporate  Quality  Service  initiatives  within  the  two  justice  ministries, 
the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Ministry  of  Community  Safety  and 
Correctional  Services,  including:  the  Common  Service  Standards,  OPS  Ideas 
Program,  Innovation  Fund,  Public  Sector  Quality  Fair,  OPS  Spirit  Campaign, 
Framework  for  Action,  and  recognition  programs  such  as  the  OPS  Amethyst 
Awards,  MAG  Excelsior  Awards,  MCSCS  Ovation  Awards,  the  Institute  of  Public 
Administration  of  Canada  (IPAC)  Award  for  Innovative  Management,  and 
Commonwealth  Association  for  Public  Administration  and  Management  (CAPAM) 
Awards; 

•  implements  Knowledge  and  Information  Management  activities  within  the  two 
justice  ministries,  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Ministry  of 
Community  Safety  and  Correctional  Services,  including:  advising  on  knowledge 
transfer  and  ways  to  improve  internal  communication,  developing 
manuals/guides  to  avoid  re-inventing  the  wheel,  and  implementing  electronic  and 
paper  information  management  initiatives. 

Human  Resources 

The  Human  Resources  Branch  provides  strategic  services  and  advice  on  all  workforce 
matters  in  support  of  government  policy  direction  and  Ministry  Results-based  Plans.  The 
Branch  provides  consulting  services  and  support  to  managers  in: 

•  recruitment,  employment  transition  and  compensation; 

•  employee  relations,  grievance  management  and  conflict  resolution; 

•  return-to-work,  employment  accommodation  and  health  and  safety; 

•  talent  management  and  performance  management; 

•  learning  and  development  strategies; 

•  workforce  planning,  FTE  controllership  and  succession  planning; 

•  accessibility  planning; 

•  diversity; 

•  change  management; 

•  workplace  discrimination  and  harassment  prevention  policy; 

•  organization  design  and  job  classification; 

•  executive  services; 

•  serving  as  government  lead  on  all  lawyers’  HR  matters. 

The  Branch  provides  human  resources  related  communications  services  and  maintains 
the  human  resources  section  on  the  Corporate  Services  Management  Divisional 
intranet  site. 

The  MAG  Emergency  Management  Unit  (EMU)  oversees  emergency  and  business 
continuity  planning  and  response  under  the  Emergency  Management  &  Civil  Protections 
Act  and  the  OPS  Emergency  Management  &  Security  Directive.  The  EMU  leads  the 
Ministry  Emergency  Management  Program  and  coordinates  program  planning  with 
Ministry  Divisions,  Agencies,  Boards,  Commissions  and  Tribunals  and  responsible 
central  agencies,  including:  Emergency  Management  Ontario  and  the  Ministry  of 
Government  and  Consumer  Services  Emergency  Management  &  Security  Branch.  The 
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EMU  also  ensures  Ministry  emergency  response  capabilities  by  maintaining  the  Ministry 
Emergency  Operations  Centre  (MEOC)  and  providing  direct  support  to  the  Ministry 
Action  Group  responsible  for  directing  Ministry  emergency  response  activities. 

Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Office 

The  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Office  coordinates  the 
administration  of  the  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Act  (the  Act)  for 
the  Ministries  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  Community  Safety  and  Correctional 
Services.  Responsibilities  include:  developing  policies,  procedures  and  guidelines;  co¬ 
ordinating  and  responding  to  access  requests  from  the  public;  liaising  with  the 
Information  and  Privacy  Commission  on  appeals  and  mediation  processes;  investigating 
privacy  complaints;  preparing  statistical  reports;  delivering  training,  providing  advice  on 
access  and  privacy  issues,  conducting  privacy  impact  assessments  and  ensuring 
adherence  to  privacy  provisions  and  other  legislative  requirements  of  the  Act. 

The  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Office  will  continue  to  focus  on 
improving  service  delivery  by: 

•  striving  to  maintain  ministry  compliance  rates  for  responding  to  Freedom  of 
Information  (FOI)  requests  made  under  the  Freedom  of  Information  and 
Protection  of  Privacy  Act, 

•  providing  freedom  of  information  and  privacy  awareness  through  training  and  the 
use  of  the  intranet; 

•  providing  expert  advice  on  access  and  privacy  issues  to  ministry  staff; 

•  working  with  the  Information  and  Privacy  Commissioner’s  Office  in  order  to 
mediate  appeals  resulting  from  FOI  requests  where  possible. 

It  is  expected  that  80%  of  Freedom  of  Information  requests  will  be  completed  within  the 
30-day  statutory  timeframe  in  2007-08  and  2008-09. 

French  Language  Services 

The  Office  of  the  Co-ordinator  of  French  Language  Services  provides  strategic  advice  to 
Senior  Management  and  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General,  the  Ministry  of 
Community  Safety  and  Correctional  Services  and  their  related  Agencies,  Boards  and 
Commissions  (ABC’s)  on  the  delivery  of  services  in  French  within  their  respective  areas 
of  responsibility. 

The  Office  also  assists  them  in  facilitating  solutions  and  responses  to  service  delivery 
issues  under  the  French  Language  Services  Act,  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act  and  the 
Criminal  Code.  The  Office  manages  the  translation  centre  for  the  Justice  Sector, 
manages  French  language  learning  and  development  opportunities  for  staff  across  the 
sector  as  well  as  linguistic  proficiency  evaluations  for  employees  occupying  designated 
positions.  It  investigates  complaints  received  from  the  public  and  from  the  French 
Language  Services  Commissioner  of  Ontario  relating  to  the  availability  of  services  in 
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French.  It  also  manages  relations  with  Francophone  Stakeholder  groups  and  acts  as  a 

liaison  between  the  Ministries  and  the  Francophone  community. 

The  Office  will  continue  to  focus  on  improving  service  delivery  by: 

•  ensuring  the  implementation  of  strategic  directions  identified  in  the  Strategic  Plan 
for  the  Development  of  French  language  services  in  Ontario's  Justice  Sector 
approved  by  both  Deputy  Ministers  of  the  Justice  Sector; 

•  developing  and  communicating  uniform  standards  and  policies  for  French 
language  service  delivery  in  the  Ontario  justice  system  within  agreed  timeframes; 

•  monitoring  compliance  within  the  justice  sector  ministries  and  related  Agencies, 
Boards  and  Commissions,  including  designated  positions,  investigating 
complaints  and  reporting  within  required  timeframes; 

•  effectively  managing  translation  services  and  stakeholder  relations  and  providing 
advice  to  clients  on  internal  and  external  French  language  services  matters; 

•  effectively  managing  learning  and  development  programs  as  well  as  developing 
tools  and  strategies  to  assist  staff  in  enhancing  French  language  service  delivery 
capacity  within  the  justice  sector. 

Facilities  Management 

The  Facilities  Management  Branch  provides  the  following  services  for  the  Ministry  of  the 

Attorney  General  capital  and  accommodations’  portfolio: 

•  management  of  the  planning  and  financial  controllership  of  court  construction 
and  facilities  renewal  projects  and  coordination  of  the  implementation  of  these 
projects; 

•  development  of  accommodation  strategies  to  support  Results-based  Planning 
directions  for  the  ministry; 

•  management  of  the  lease  administration  for  all  space  (whether  government- 
owned  or  leased)  occupied  by  the  ministry; 

•  service  management  of  the  Ontario  Realty  Corporation  in  its  role  as  mandatory 
real  estate  service  provider.

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Policy  Division  manages  the  strategic  policy  and  legislative  agenda  of  the  Attorney 
General,  and  provides  legal  and  strategic  advice  to  the  Attorney  General  in  his/her  role 
as  both  a  Cabinet  Minister  and  the  Chief  Law  Officer  of  the  Crown.  The  Division  is 
responsible  for  providing  justice  and  corporate  policy  support  services  on  a  wide  range 
of  issues  in  the  fields  of  civil,  family,  human  rights,  administrative  law  and  Aboriginal 
Justice  issues  and  also  works  to  maintain  a  strategic  policy  working  relationship  with 
other  key  justice  partners,  notably  the  Ministry  of  Community  Safety  and  Correctional 
Services  (MCSCS). 

Working  independently  or  in  partnership  with  other  legal  and  policy  professionals  within 
the  ministry  and  across  government,  the  division  plays  a  key  role  in  ministry  policy 
initiatives  and  in  the  development,  drafting  and  coordination  of  ministry  submissions  for 
consideration  by  Cabinet  and  its  committees.  Part  of  this  role  includes  serving  as  the 
ministry's  main  liaison  with  Cabinet  Office. 

The  division  also  oversees  the  Federal/Provincial/Territorial  Relations  Unit,  which 
provides  strategic  and  corporate  support  to  both  the  Ministry  of  Attorney  General  and 
the  Ministry  of  Community  Safety  and  Correctional  Services.  The  division  is  also  home 
to  the  Aboriginal  Issues  Group,  which  oversees  the  ministry’s  Aboriginal  Justice 
Programs. 

Strategic  Policy  and  Legal  Services

The 
Unit  will  continue  to  improve  corporate  FPT  service  delivery  by  proactively  monitoring 
the  activities  of  FPT  committees  and  working  groups,  and  enhancing  corporate  advice 
and  consulting  services  to  sector  divisions  on  FPT  matters.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Facilities  Renewal  program  includes  capital  investments  made  to  extend  the  useful 
life  of  ministry  facilities  through  repairs  and  upgrades.  It  also  includes  capital  investment 
for  special  initiatives  that  are  required  to  accommodate  government  priorities  and 
operating  resources. 

The  Facilities  Management  Branch,  Corporate  Services  Management  Division,  is 
responsible  for  the  planning,  financial  controllership,  and  implementation  of  the  Facilities 
Renewal  program. 

Initiatives  funded  from  the  Facilities  Renewal  program  for  2008-09  include: 

Special  Initiatives 

Capital  investments  that  target  specific  priorities  that  support  the  government’s  vision  of 
a  strong,  safe,  and  accessible  justice  system.  Initiatives  proposed  for  2008-09  include: 
Security,  Access  to  Justice  for  Ontarians  with  Disabilities,  Judicial  Accommodations, 
New  Courtrooms,  and  Strengthening  Family  Court. 

Strategic  Investment  in  Existing  Facilities 

Medium-scale  capital  investments  in  existing  court  facilities  to  address  critical 
rehabilitation  or  expansion  requirements  resulting  from  diminishing  life  cycles  and 
mounting  program  pressures.  In  2008-09,  the  ministry  will  continue  projects  in  Cobourg, 
Cornwall,  London,  Sarnia,  Woodstock,  and  Toronto  (Human  Rights  Modernization)  and 
undertake  new  projects  across  the  province. 

Repair  &  Rehabilitation 

This  program  encompasses  small-scale  facility  repair  investments  that  support  critical 
program  needs  (e.g.  additional  program  space,  operational  repairs  and  enhancements), 
health  and  safety  (e.g.  occupational  health  and  safety  hazards),  and  planning  (e.g. 
space  optimization  studies,  feasibility  studies  to  address  the  long-term  needs  of  the 
ministry’s  divisions). 
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Urgent  Administrative  Requirement  -  Forced  Lease  Relocations 

This  category  involves  urgent  investments  that  must  be  made  in  order  to  maintain  the 
delivery  of  justice  services.  In  2008-09,  the  ministry  will  fund  forced  lease  relocations  in 
Sioux  Lookout  and  Oakville.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit’s  (SIU)  statutory  mandate  is  to  investigate 
circumstances  of  serious  injuries  and  deaths  that  result  from  incidents  involving  a 
member  of  the  public  and  the  police. 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit  is  the  only  provincial  body  with  this  authority.  The 
Director  of  the  SIU  must  decide  whether  or  not  to  lay  charges  after  a  comprehensive 
review  of  the  evidence  gathered  during  an  investigation. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit  was  created  in  1990  with  the  proclamation  of  Section 
1 1 3  of  the  Police  Services  Act.  Prior  to  the  creation  of  the  SIU,  investigations  into  police 
occurrences  resulting  in  a  serious  injury  or  death  were  investigated  by  police.  Public 
concern  with  respect  to  police  accountability  led  to  the  creation  of  the  SIU  as  a  civilian 
based  investigatory  body  that  was  mandated  to  independently  investigate  such 
occurrences. 

When  any  person  suffers  a  serious  injury  or  death  arising  out  of  an  occurrence  involving 
a  police  officer,  the  police  services  involved  must  notify  the  SIU  of  the  occurrence.  On 
occasion,  members  of  the  public  or  the  media  inform  the  SIU  directly.  When  the  SIU 
receives  notice  of  an  occurrence,  the  Director  determines  if  the  incident  falls  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  SIU,  and/or  if  it  is  necessary  under  the  circumstances  for  SIU  staff  to 
investigate.  Once  investigators  have  completed  their  investigation,  they  submit  an 
investigative  brief  to  the  Director  of  the  SIU.  The  Director  renders  a  decision  regarding 
charges  and  reports  to  the  Attorney  General.  The  SIU  then  issues  a  news  release  on 
the  Director’s  decision. 

Once  the  SIU  has  been  engaged,  Section  1 13  (9)  of  the  Police  Services  Act  requires 
that  the  involved  police  service  shall  co-operate  fully  with  members  of  the  SIU  who  are 
conducting  the  investigation.  In  1998,  the  Honourable  George  Adams,  Q.C.  concluded  a 
process  of  consultation  with  interested  police  and  community  groups.  He  then  made 
recommendations  to  the  Attorney  General  that  were  aimed  at  addressing  problems  of 
co-operation.  New  regulations  enacted  in  January  1999  were  intended  to  address  the 
contentious  issues,  the  operations  of  the  SIU  and  the  co-operation  required  of  police.  In 
2002,  Mr.  Adams  was  again  engaged  to  review  the  progress  that  had  been  made  in 
fulfilling  the  recommendations  contained  in  his  1998  report  and  to  provide  any  further 
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guidance  that  may  be  appropriate  regarding  the  operation  of  the  SIU.  That  report  was 
released  in  March  2003. 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit  has  identified  the  following  priorities  for  the  fiscal  year 
2008-2009: 

•  increase  the  confidence  and  awareness  of  all; 

•  evolve  the  organizational  model  to  address  changing  demands; 

•  engage  our  team  in  meaningful  communication: 

•  improve  cost/value  ratio  going  forward.

The  Criminal  Law  Division,  is  responsible  for  all  criminal  prosecutions  and  appeals  and 
provides  legal  advice  to  the  Attorney  General  and  Deputy  Attorney  General  in  all 
criminal  law  matters. 

FUNCTIONS 

Crown  Prosecution  Service 

•  prosecutes  all  offences  committed  under  the  Criminal  Code  of  Canada  and  the 
Youth  Criminal  Justice  Act,  and  some  of  the  offences  under  the  Provincial 
Offences  Act  (Part  3  only),  in  Ontario's  49  judicial  districts; 

•  represents  the  Crown  in  criminal  appeals  at  all  levels  of  Court,  including  the 
Superior  Court,  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  Ontario  and  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada,  as  well  as  provides  special  services  in  relation  to  applications  for 
wiretap  authorization,  extraditions  and  search  warrants; 

•  provides  specialized  legal  advice  in  a  number  of  areas  of  criminal  law  to  the 
Police,  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  Deputy  Attorney  General  in  the  criminal 
justice  system; 

•  contributes  to  Ontario  Review  Board  hearings  on  mentally  disordered  accused 
persons; 

•  develops  policy  recommendations  regarding  criminal  law  in  Canada  and 
provincial  quasi-criminal  law,  including  procedure  and  the  law  of  evidence; 

•  examines  and  establishes  policy  guidelines  for  the  conduct  of  prosecutions  within 
the  Province  of  Ontario; 

•  plans  and  promotes  cost-effective  and  timely  management  of  the  criminal  justice 
system  in  consultation  with  other  stakeholders  such  as  the  police,  the  defence 
bar,  members  of  the  judiciary,  and  Court  Services  staff.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

Aboriginal  Justice  Programs  are  administered  by  the  Aboriginal  Issues  Group,  a  small 
unit  in  the  Policy  Division.  The  primary  objectives  of  Aboriginal  Justice  Programs  are  to: 
increase  access  to  justice  for  Aboriginal  people;  reduce  the  over-representation  of 
Aboriginal  people  in  the  criminal  justice  system  and  the  resulting  high  costs;  and 
integrate  Aboriginal  concerns  and  cultures  within  the  justice  system. 

Aboriginal  Justice  Programs  include  two  transfer  payment  programs:  The  Ontario 
Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program  (formerly  The  Ontario  Native  Courtworker  Program);  and 
the  Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Program. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Ontario  Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program 

The  mandate  of  the  Ontario  Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program,  established  over  25  years 
ago,  is  to  facilitate  access  to  justice  by  assisting  Aboriginal  people  involved  in  the 
criminal  and  family  justice  system  to  understand  their  rights,  responsibilities  and  options 
under  the  law  and  to  obtain  fair,  just,  equitable  and  culturally  sensitive  treatment. 

The  Ontario  Aboriginal  Courtwork  Program  is  delivered  through  the  Ontario  Federation 
of  Indian  Friendship  Centres  (OFIFC)  and  Aboriginal  Legal  Services  of  Toronto  (ALST) 
and  is  cost-shared  with  the  federal  government.  There  are  currently  38  court  workers 
serving  45  courts  across  Ontario. 

Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Program 

Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Programs  are  primarily  post-charge  alternative  justice 
programs  where  minor  offences  are  stayed,  adjourned  or  withdrawn  and  resolved  in  a 
community  process.  Some  programs  also  offer  expanded  pre-charge  and/or  community 
mediation-related  services.  The  community  process  provides  offenders  with  an 
opportunity  to  understand  and  redress  the  consequences  of  their  behaviour. 

Ontario  currently  funds  9  Aboriginal  Community  Justice  Programs  providing  services  in 
19  communities,  of  which  7  programs  are  cost-shared  with  the  federal  government,  two 
programs  are  cost-shared  with  Legal  Aid  Ontario,  and  one  program  is  cost-shared  with 
Quebec  Justice.

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

As  provided  for  by  law,  the  Office  of  the  Children’s  Lawyer  investigates,  advocates, 
protects  and  represents  the  personal  and  property  rights  and  obligations  of  children  in 
proceedings  before  the  courts  and  tribunals  of  Ontario. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  provides  legal  services  for  children  under  sections  89  and  1 12  of 
the  Courts  of  Justice  Act,  the  Rules  of  the  Courts,  section  38  of  the  Child  and  Family 
Services  Act  and  the  parens  patriae  (the  responsibility  to  act  on  behalf  of  those  people 
who  cannot  take  care  of  themselves)  jurisdiction  of  the  Attorney  General.  In  exceptional 
circumstances  the  Children’s  Lawyer  also  provides  legal  services  for  mentally  incapable 
adults. 

Custody/Access  Cases 

The  Office  has  established  criteria  for  accepting  cases  requiring  legal  representation 
and/or  a  clinical  investigation  report  of  The  Children’s  Lawyer  in  accordance  with 
sections  89  and  112  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act.  For  example,  a  child’s  counsel  is 
appointed  by  The  Children’s  Lawyer  only  in  those  disputes  where  representation  for  the 
child  will  contribute  meaningfully  to  the  resolution  of  the  matter  and/or  protect  the  child’s 
interest  in  the  proceedings.  Subject  to  regional  and  local  availability,  the  party  may  be 
advised  to  avail  themselves  of  alternate  resources,  such  as  assessment  or  mediation. 

The  Office  becomes  involved  in  a  case  where  there  is  litigation  concerning  custody  of 
and/or  access  to  the  child  under  the  Divorce  Act  or  the  Children’s  Law  Reform  Act.  The 
nature  of  the  service  provided  depends  on  the  circumstances  governing  the  case  and 
the  availability  of  resources  within  the  community.  Strong  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use 
of  dispute  resolution  techniques. 

Child  Protection  Cases 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  acts  as  counsel  for  children  in  need  of  protection  under  court 
order  authorized  in  section  38  of  the  Child  and  Family  Services  Act.  The  Children’s 
Lawyer  has  no  discretion  in  this  regard,  so  that,  if  a  court  order  is  made  the  Children’s 
Lawyer  must  act.  The  Children’s  Lawyer  also  acts  as  counsel  for  children  before 
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tribunals  (e.g.,  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  and  Child  and  Family  Services 
Review  Board). 

The  Child  and  Family  Services  Act  now  provides  that  the  Children’s  Lawyer  may  act  as 
counsel  in  alternative  dispute  resolution  processes  outside  the  court  system.  This 
change  was  effective  November  30,  2006. 

Property  Rights  Cases 

The  Children’s  Lawyer  acts  as  litigation  guardian  and  legal  representative  for  children, 
the  unborn  and  unascertained  who  are  parties  to  court  proceedings  in  estates,  trusts, 
insurance,  motor  vehicle  cases  and  other  civil  actions.

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee  (OPGT)  manages  the  financial  affairs  of 
mentally  incapable  people  who  do  not  have  anyone  willing  or  able  to  act  on  their  behalf. 
As  court-appointed  guardian,  the  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee  makes  decisions  about 
personal  care  in  the  areas  of  shelter,  food,  clothing,  hygiene,  safety  and  health  care. 

The  Public  Guardian  and  Trustee  is  also  responsible  for  the  Accountant  of  the  Ontario 
Superior  Court  of  Justice  as  the  depository  for  all  monies,  securities  and  mortgages 
pursuant  to  judgments,  orders  and  reports  of  the  Court. 

Total  assets  under  administration  were  $1 .292  billion  (estimated)  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  March  31, 2008  as  compared  to  $1,305  billion  as  at  March  31, 2007. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  OPGT  provides  trust  administration  through: 

Trust  Administration  Operations: 

•  manages  the  assets  and  financial  affairs  of  mentally  incapable  people  throughout 
Ontario. 

Estates  Administration  and  Corporations  Division: 

•  searches  for  heirs  and  if  necessary  administers  the  estates  of  deceased  persons 
in  Ontario  who  die  without  a  will;  and 

•  in  certain  cases,  deals  with  the  assets  of  involuntarily  dissolved  Ontario 
corporations  which  are  forfeited  to  the  Crown. 

Charitable  Property  Division: 

•  deals  with  issues  relating  to  the  management  of  charitable  property  within  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  monitors  wills  containing  charitable  bequests. 

Accountant  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Justice: 

•  monies  deposited  with  the  Accountant  are  received,  managed  and  disbursed 
pursuant  to  judgments,  orders  and  reports  of  the  Ontario  Superior  Court  of 
Justice  in  accordance  with  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act  and  other  relevant  statutes. 
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Other: 

•  holds  and  invests  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds. 

The  OPGT  also  provides  non-trust  administration  responsibilities  such  as: 

•  acting  as  treatment  decision-maker  of  last  resort  for  people  who  are  not  capable 
of  making  their  own  treatment  decisions  and  do  not  have  anyone  else  to  make 
these  decisions  for  them; 

•  serving  as  litigation  guardian  of  last  resort  under  the  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure  for 
mentally  incapable  persons; 

•  screening  and  monitoring  private  applications  to  replace  the  OPGT  as  guardian; 

•  investigating  abuse  or  neglect  of  mentally  incapable  people; 

•  coordinating  the  provincial  capacity  assessment  system  through  provision  of 
information  to  the  public,  provision  of  training  and  advice  to  Assessors  and 
setting  of  standards  for  capacity  assessments.

•  provides  a  safe,  neutral  and  supervised  setting  for  access  visits  and  exchanges 
between  children  and  their  non-custodial  parent  using  trained  staff  and 
volunteers; 

•  facilitates  access  visits  that  might  not  otherwise  occur  thus  allowing  children  to 
maintain  a  relationship  with  the  non-custodial  parent; 

•  provides  an  effective  and  creative  way  of  dealing  with  acrimonious  access 
disputes  outside  the  court  system; 

•  provides  the  court  and/or  lawyers  with  factual  reports  regarding  the  participants’ 
use  of  the  service.

The  Bail  Verification  and  Supervision  program  provides  transfer  payment  funding  to 
sixteen  locations  serving  people  accused  of  criminal  offences  who,  were  it  not  for  the 
program,  may  not  qualify  for  bail  because  they  do  not  have  sufficient  financial  resources 
or  social  ties  to  qualify  for  release.  Bail  Programs  are  located  in  Barrie,  Brampton, 
Orangeville,  Brantford,  Hamilton,  Kitchener,  London,  Ottawa,  Cornwall,  Sault  Ste. 

Marie,  St.  Catharines,  Sudbury,  Thunder  Bay,  Toronto,  Oshawa  and  Windsor. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  program  has  two  main  functions: 

•  verification:  information  is  collected  from  the  accused  person  and  then  verified  to 
help  the  court  in  the  bail  and  bail  supervision  decision  making  process; 

•  supervision/referral:  supervision  under  the  Bail  Program  is  ordered  by  the  court. 
The  program  monitors  the  accused  person  for  compliance  with  the  bail  order  and 
the  return  to  court  on  the  scheduled  trial  date.  Often,  referrals  are  made  to 
community  programs  for  counseling  and  other  services.

The  Victims  of  Abuse  in  Provincial  Institutions  Program  was  responsible  for  the 
implementation  of  settlement  agreements  for  St.  John’s,  St.  Joseph’s  and  Grandview 
Training  Schools.  The  agreements  set  out  a  process  for  determining  eligibility  for 
programs  and  benefits  for  former  wards  of  St.  John’s,  St.  Joseph’s  and  Grandview 
Training  Schools.  The  major  programs  and  benefits  available  to  eligible  claimants 
include  financial  compensation,  counselling,  educational  and  vocational  opportunities, 
and  a  contingency/opportunity  fund  to  support  a  range  of  other  needs. 

Financial  compensation  and  counselling,  under  these  settlement  agreements,  has 
already  been  paid  to  all  eligible  claimants. 

The  service  contract  with  the  Family  Service  Centre  Ottawa-Carlton  to  administer  the 
St.  John’s  /  St.  Joseph’s  agreement,  ended  March  31,  2000. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  educational  /  vocational  training  is  the  only  remaining  obligation  of  the 
government  under  the  terms  of  the  Grandview  Agreement. 

•  the  responsibilities  for  administering  the  program  are  included  in  the  Program 
Support  Unit  of  the  Policy  and  Family  Justice  Services  Division.

Legal  Aid  Ontario  (LAO)  provides  legal  aid  services  to  low-income  Ontarians.  LAO’s 
authority  for  providing  these  services  is  the  Legal  Aid  Services  Act,  1998. 

FUNCTIONS 

LAO’s  2008-09  Business  Plan  affirms  its  dedication  to  its  mandate  of  promoting  access 
to  justice  throughout  Ontario  for  low-income  individuals  by  providing  consistently  high 
quality  legal  aid  services  in  a  cost-effective  and  efficient  manner.  LAO  plans  to  become 
known  for  its  excellence  in  management  in  order  to  ensure  to  the  maximum  degree 
possible  access  to  justice  for  low  income  Ontarians. 

In  2008-09  LAO  is  focusing  on  maximizing  efficiencies  and  effectiveness  and  improving 
relationships  with  MAG  and  stakeholders.  It  proposes  to: 

•  improve  local  coordination  of  services  by  reorganizing  LAO’s  core  business  on  a 
regional  basis,  completing  regional  needs  analyses  and  considering  the  use  of 
paralegals; 

•  improve  client  service  by  establishing  productivity  and  performance  measures; 

•  promote  good  and  positive  relationships  with  MAG  and  with  stakeholders; 

•  improve  oversight  of  big  cases,  providing  management  training,  and  redefine  role 
of  part-time  area  directors; 

•  prioritize  programs  by  establishing  criteria  and  developing  plans  to  determine 
organizational  priorities. 

LAO  is  committed  to  living  within  its  current  financial  means,  and  exploring  non¬ 
monetary  solutions  to  closing  service  gaps.

This  program  supports  the  role  of  the  Attorney  General  as  Chief  Law  Officer  of  the 
Crown  by  providing  the  government  with  expert  legal  advice,  advocacy  and 
representation  before  tribunals  and  at  all  levels  of  court.  Timely  and  high  quality  legal 
advice  and  services  are  critical  to  the  government’s  ability  to  develop  and  deliver  on  its 
core  businesses,  policies,  programs  and  services. 

This  program  includes  the  Office  of  Legislative  Counsel  being  responsible  for  drafting  all 
provincial  bills  in  English  and  French,  drafting  all  regulations  and  translating  them  to 
French  as  required,  overseeing  the  e-Laws  website  and  supplying  all  legislative  data, 
and  providing  legal  advice  on  legislative  matters  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  and 
Cabinet.  It  also  consolidates  statutes  and  regulations. 

The  program  also  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  agencies,  boards  and  commissions 
within  the  ministry  including  the  Assessment  Review  Board,  the  Ontario  Municipal 
Board,  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission,  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of  Ontario, 
the  Human  Rights  Legal  Support  Centre,  and  the  Law  Commission  of  Ontario.

The  Assessment  Review  Board  (ARB)  is  an  independent  adjudicative  tribunal.  The  main 
function  of  ARB  is  to  provide  persons  in  Ontario  (including  property  owners, 
corporations,  legal  representatives  of  a  person,  municipalities  and  school  boards)  with 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  if  they  believe  there  is  an  error  in  their  assessed  property 
value,  classification  or  school  support  designation.  The  ARB’s  role  is  to  ensure  that 
properties  are  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Assessment  Act.  The 
ARB  draws  its  jurisdiction  from  the  Assessment  Act,  the  Municipal  Act,  2001  and  the 
City  of  Toronto  Act,  2006. The  ARB  is  the  sole  tribunal  for  all  assessment  appeals.

•  As  of  February  1 5,  2008,  the  ARB  had  a  caseload  of  81 ,800  property

SUB-ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Board  (OMB)  is  an  independent,  adjudicative  tribunal.  Its 
principal  responsibility  is  to  resolve  disputes  from  decisions  made  by  Ontario 
municipalities  and  other  decision-makers  and  to  provide  a  decision,  typically  through 
mediations  or  hearings.  Most  applications  and  appeals  to  the  Board  involve  disputes 
over  land  use  planning,  but  a  significant  number  also  deal  with  land  compensation, 
development  charges,  ward  boundaries  and  aggregate  resources.  The  Board  is  affected 
by  approximately  70  public  statutes  and  more  than  80  private  statutes,  including  the 
Planning  Act,  the  Expropriation  Act,  the  Development  Charges  Act  and  the  Local 
Improvement  Act. 

The  Board  of  Negotiation  (BON)  acts  as  a  mediator  in  negotiating  a  settlement  when 
real  property  is  expropriated  and  no  agreement  is  reached  on  compensation.  The 
property  owner  or  the  expropriating  authority  can  request  the  services  of  the  Board.

•  The  OMB  has  a  caseload  of  approximately  1 ,600  cases  covering  official  plans, 
zoning  by-laws,  plans  of  subdivision,  consents  to  sever  land,  minor  variances, 
development  charges,  aggregate  licenses  and  compensation  for  lands 
expropriated  under  the  Expropriations  Act.

In  April  2006,  the  Attorney  General  introduced  legislation  to  transform  Ontario’s  human 
rights  complaints  system  to  improve  timeliness  with  which  human  rights  complaints  are 
addressed.  In  December  2006,  the  Human  Rights  Code  Amendment  Act,  2006, 
received  Royal  Assent.  In  August  2007,  a  proclamation  date  of  June  30,  2008  was 
confirmed.  When  implementation  is  complete,  the  province’s  new  human  rights  system 
will  consist  of  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission,  the  Human  Rights  Tribunal  of 
Ontario  and  a  new  Human  Rights  Legal  support  Centre.

The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  has  the  authority  to  call  an  inquiry  into  any  matter 
connected  with  or  affecting  the  good  government  of  Ontario,  or  the  administration  of 
justice,  or  the  conduct  of  public  business,  or  any  other  matter  that  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council  declares  to  be  of  public  concern,  as  long  as  the  inquiry  is  not 
regulated  by  any  special  law. 

Ipperwash  Inquiry 

On  November  12,  2003,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  established  the  Ipperwash 
Inquiry,  with  the  appointment  of  the  Honourable  Sidney  B.  Linden  as  Commissioner. 
The  Inquiry’s  mandate  was  to  inquire  into  the  events  surrounding  the  death  of  Dudley 
George  (Order  in  Council  1662/2003).  The  final  report  was  released  on  May  31, 2007. 

Cornwall  Public  Inquiry 

The  Cornwall  Inquiry  was  established  on  April  14,  2005,  with  the  appointment  of  the 
Honourable  G.Normand  Glaude  as  Commissioner  (Order  in  Council  558/2005). The 
Inquiry  is  expected  to  examine  the  institutional  response  of  the  justice  system  and  other 
public  institutions  in  relation  to  allegations  of  historical  abuse  of  young  people  in  the 
Cornwall  area.  The  Commissioner  will  deliver  the  final  report  to  the  Attorney  General, 
the  timeframe  for  which  has  not  yet  been  established. 

Inquiry  into  Pediatric  Forensic  Pathology  in  Ontario 

On  April  25,  2007,  the  Inquiry  into  Pediatric  Forensic  Pathology  in  Ontario  was 
established  with  the  appointment  of  the  Honourable  Justice  Stephen  Goudge  as 
Commissioner  (Order-in-Council  826/2007).  Its  mandate  is  to  conduct  a  systemic 
review  and  assessment  of  Ontario’s  pediatric  forensic  pathology  system  and  to  make 
recommendations  to  restore  and  enhance  public  confidence  in  pediatric  forensic 
pathology  and  its  future  use  in  investigations  and  criminal  proceedings.  The  final  report 
is  expected  by  September,  2008. 
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SUB-ITEM  STATISTICAL  DATA 

Ipperwash  Inquiry 

•  The  Ipperwash  Inquiry  began  holding  evidentiary  hearings  in  July  2004  and 
concluded  its  hearings  in  June  2006,  hearing  testimony  from  approximately  140 
witnesses.  Closing  submissions  were  heard  in  August  2006.  The  final  report 
was  released  on  May  31 , 2007. 

Cornwall  Public  Inquiry 

•  The  Cornwall  Public  Inquiry’s  hearings  began  on  February  13,  2006  and  are 
expected  to  continue  until  the  summer  of  2008. 

•  To  date,  the  Inquiry  has  heard  testimony  from  over  100  witnesses,  including  that 
of  expert  witnesses,  senior  officials  representing  institutional  parties,  and  alleged 
victims  of  sexual  abuse. 

•  The  Inquiry’s  Advisory  Panel  plays  an  important  role  in  fulfilling  the  Phase  2 
mandate  of  the  Inquiry,  which  is  to  promote  healing  and  reconciliation  in  the 
community.  The  Panel  has  held  52  community  meetings,  and  a  variety  of  other 
public  engagements  in  order  to  assess  what  the  community  needs  and  wants 
with  respect  to  healing  and  reconciliation. 

•  The  Inquiry  has  received  three  completed  Phase  2  research  papers  and  expects 
the  delivery  of  an  additional  four  reports  in  2008. 

•  A  counselling  support  program  has  been  established  as  part  of  the  Inquiry’s 
Phase  2  mandate,  offering  counselling  support  to  anyone  affected  by  the  inquiry. 
To  date,  the  program  has  opened  301  counselling  support  files,  of  which  250 
have  an  approved  counselling  plan. 

•  The  Inquiry  also  has  a  witness  support  program  to  provide  assistance  to  those 
called  as  witnesses  at  the  Inquiry.  To  date,  39  witnesses  have  requested 
support. 

Inquiry  into  Pediatric  Forensic  Pathology  in  Ontario 

•  Commissioner  Goudge  granted  party  standing  to  12  institutions,  organizations, 
individuals  or  groups  of  individuals  and  recommended  funding  for  7  of  those 
parties. 

•  The  Inquiry  held  52  public  hearing  days  from  November  12,  2007  to  February  8, 
2008,  hearing  testimony  from  48  witnesses. 

•  Approximately  33,000  evidence  documents  have  been  scanned  and  collected  in 
the  Inquiry’s  database.

The  Division,  through  Seconded  Legal  Services 
Branches  located  within  ministries  across  the  Ontario  Public  Service  (OPS)  and  some 
agencies,  boards  and  commissions  and  through  centralized  offices  specializing  in 
constitutional  and  civil  law: 

•  assists  ministries  to  achieve  their  business  and  policy  objectives; 

•  provides  strategic  and  pro-active  legal  advice  to  ministries; 

•  represents  ministries  and  agencies  before  tribunals  and  at  all  levels  of  court; 

•  assists  ministries,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions  to  fulfill  their  legal 
responsibilities  and  obligations  and  coordinate  responses  as  required; 

•  develops  and  implements  civil  tools  and  techniques  to  fight  unlawful  activities.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

Court  Services  Division  (CSD)  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  courts.  The 
Division’s  mission  is  to  provide  a  modern  and  professional  court  service  that  supports 
accessible,  fair,  timely  and  effective  justice  services.  The  Division  is  responsible  for: 

•  assisting  the  public  in  the  court  process  by  providing  information  and  filing 
services  at  court  counters  and  information  centres; 

•  maintaining  court  records; 

•  providing  courtroom  support  for  the  judiciary; 

•  managing  juries; 

•  delivering  civil  and  family  mediation  programs; 

•  enforcing  court  orders; 

•  managing  the  appointment  of  Judicial  and  other  officials; 

•  providing  management  information  including  court  activity  statistics; 

•  developing  and  implementing  Results-based  Plans  and  financial  plans  for  the 
Division; 

•  developing  operational  and  legislative  policy  initiatives  to  improve  the  delivery  of 
court  services. 

The  Assistant  Deputy  Attorney  General  (ADAG)  of  the  Court  Services  Division  has 
overall  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  Ontario  Courts  and,  as  a  result,  the 
responsibility  for  maintaining  liaison  with  the  judiciary.  The  ADAG  reports  to  the  Deputy 
Attorney  General,  who  in  turn  reports  to  the  Attorney  General.  The  Court  Services 
Division  works  closely  with  the  judiciary,  who  has  exclusive  responsibility  for  the 
scheduling  of  cases  and  for  the  conduct  of  proceedings  within  their  courtrooms. 

Operation  of  the  courts  in  Ontario  is  a  high  volume  business: 

•  court  offices  operate  in  over  190  locations  across  the  province; 

•  more  than  3,800  court  staff  are  employed  in  the  delivery  of  court  services; 

•  annually,  Ontario  courts  process  over  150,000  civil  matters,  approximately 
87,000  family  matters  and  300,000  criminal  matters.

The  Division’s  Head  Office  is  located  at  720  Bay  Street  in  Toronto.  The  Division  has 

five  corporate  branches  at  Head  Office:

•  develops  operational  policy  on  issues  that  cross  practice  areas  (e.g.  court 
reporting,  interpreter  services); 

•  provides  training  and  works  with  community  colleges  and  other  ministries  to 
develop  training  programs  to  build  a  professional  knowledgeable  workforce  for 
the  future; 

•  manages  special  projects  as  required,  for  example: 
o  Courthouse  Security 

o  Regional  Administrative  Boundaries  Alignment 
o  Court  Reporting  Review 
o  Integrated  Labour  Relations  Strategy; 

•  supports  strategic  planning  and  development  of  performance  measures  and 
other  accountability  tools.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Court  Construction  program  includes  the  planning,  design  and  construction  of  new 
courthouses  and  large-scale  renovation  of  existing  court  facilities.  Ontario’s  court 
construction  program  supports  a  justice  system  that  is  modern,  secure  and  accessible. 

The  Facilities  Management  Branch,  Corporate  Services  Management  Division,  is 
responsible  for  the  planning,  financial  controllership,  and  implementation  of  the  Court 
Construction  program. 

The  ministry  works  closely  with  the  Ministry  of  Public  Infrastructure  Renewal  (PIR)  to 
obtain  multi-year  funding  to  address  its  infrastructure  needs  and  collaborates  with 
Infrastructure  Ontario  (10)  to  implement  the  projects.  PIR  and  the  ministry  work  together 
to  identify  the  areas  of  the  province  most  in  need  of  court  infrastructure  investment  and 
10  supports  innovative  methods  and  approaches  for  financing  these  projects.  To  date, 
court  consolidation  projects  have  been  completed  in  Brampton,  Chatham,  Cornwall, 
Hamilton,  Owen  Sound,  Toronto  (Civil/Family),  Welland,  Windsor,  Brockville,  and 
Pembroke. 

Initiatives  funded  from  the  Courts  Construction  program  for  2008-09  include: 

•  construction  of  the  Durham  Consolidated  Courthouse; 

•  continued  work  on  courthouse  consolidation  and  replacement  projects  in 
Waterloo,  Quinte,  St.Thomas,  Toronto,  Thunder  Bay; 

•  planning  studies  for  consolidated  courthouse  projects  in  Toronto  (2nd  Criminal 
and  Civil/Family),  Halton,  Guelph,  Kingston  and  Sudbury. 

The  ministry  will  continue  to  make  substantial  progress  on  all  of  these  projects. 
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The  following  chart  highlights  court  construction  expenditures  over  the  last  ten  years.

The  chart  above  demonstrates  the  ebbs  and  flows  in  the  ministry’s  Court  Construction 
vote/item  over  the  last  few  years.  Note  that  the  significant  drop  in  spending  from  1998- 
99  to  2004-05  represents  the  completion  of  the  ministry’s  previous  capital  envelope.  In 
2005-06,  the  ministry  received  approval  for  several  new  projects  under  the  five-year 
ReNew  Ontario  Infrastructure  Investment  Strategy.  Planning  and  preliminary  design  for 
the  new  contingent  of  projects  is  currently  underway.

VICTIM  SERVICES  VOTE: 

The  Ontario  Victims  Services  Secretariat  (OVSS)  provides  direct  support,  information 
and  referrals  to  victims  and  witnesses  of  crime  involved  in  the  criminal  court  process.  In 
addition,  it  funds  community-based  transfer  payment  agencies  to  deliver  a  broad  range 
of  services  including:  crisis  assistance  and  referral  services,  sexual  assault  services, 
child  witness  programs,  behavioural  programs  that  counsel  men  who  have  assaulted 
their  partners,  and  safety  planning  for  persons  at  risk  of  violence. 

Within  the  justice  sector  and  throughout  the  Ontario  Public  Service,  the  Secretariat 
provides  leadership  in  program  design  and  development  and  service  delivery  for  all 
victims  of  crime.  The  Secretariat  also  works  with  other  divisions  within  the  ministry, 
other  ministries,  and  community  organizations  to  ensure  victim  services  are  effective 
and  coordinated  and  meet  the  diverse  needs  of  victims  in  Ontario. 

The  Secretariat  has  responsibility  for  the  ministry's  relationship  with  the  Criminal  Injuries 
Compensation  Board  and  the  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime,  and  oversees  the  Victims’ 
Justice  Fund.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

This  item  encompasses  al!  of  the  Secretariat’s  work  with  the  exception  of  the  Victim 
Witness  Assistance  Program  and  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  which  are 
captured  in  separate  vote  and  items. 

Within  the  justice  sector  and  throughout  the  Ontario  Public  Service,  the  Secretariat 
provides  leadership  in  program  design  and  development  and  service  delivery  for  all 
victims  of  crime.  The  Secretariat  also  works  with  other  divisions  within  the  ministry, 
other  ministries,  and  community  organizations  to  ensure  victim  services  are  effective 
and  coordinated  and  meet  the  diverse  needs  of  victims  in  Ontario. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  develops  program  policy  and  operational  initiatives  to  improve  delivery  of  victim 
services  and  to  address  emerging  needs; 

•  evaluates  and  monitors  existing  services; 

•  improves  accessibility  to  coordinated  victim  services  across  the  province; 

•  provides  funding  to  community  agencies  to  deliver  support  and  services  to 
victims,  according  to  a  defined  transfer  payment  accountability  framework; 

•  provides  a  province-wide,  automated  victim  notification  system,  through  the 
Victim  Support  Line; 

•  provides  Victims’  Justice  Fund  (VJF)  revenue  monitoring,  forecasting  and 
reporting; 

•  provides  training  and  education  to  justice  personnel,  community  service 
providers,  and  victims; 

•  provides  divisional  controllership,  administrative  and  resource  management 
support  services  to  the  Secretariat; 

»  works  collaboratively  with  other  ministries  to  address  the  needs  of  victims. 
Office  for  Victims  of  Crime 

The  Office  for  Victims  of  Crime  (OVC)  is  an  advisory  agency  established  under  the 
Victims’  Bill  of  Rights,  1995  (VBR)  to  provide  advice  to  the  Attorney  General  on: 

• 

•  ways  to  ensure  that  the  principles  set  out  in  the  VBR  are  respected; 

•  the  development,  implementation  and  maintenance  of  provincial  standards  for 
services  for  victims  of  crime; 

•  the  use  of  the  Victims’  Justice  Fund  (VJF)  to  provide  and  improve  services  for 
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victims  of  crime; 

•  research  and  education  on  the  treatment  of  victims  of  crime  and  ways  to  prevent 
further  victimization; 

•  matters  of  legislation  and  policy  on  the  treatment  of  victims  of  crime  and  on  the 
prevention  of  further  victimization. 

•  The  OVC  consists  of  a  part-time  Chair  and  8  part-time  members,  each  bringing  a 
wealth  of  knowledge  in  the  areas  of  victimology,  advocacy,  criminal  justice  reform 
and  victim  expertise.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Ontario  Victim  Services  Secretariat  provides  court-based  support  services  through 
the  Victim/Witness  Assistance  Program  (V/WAP).  The  program  provides  information, 
assistance,  crisis  intervention,  community  referrals  and  support  to  victims  and  witnesses 
of  crime  throughout  the  criminal  court  process.  The  program  also  coordinates 
information  flow  between  victims  and  Crown  Attorneys/police  to  ensure  that  victims’ 
rights  or  needs  are  addressed  in  criminal  court  proceedings. 

FUNCTIONS 

Currently,  the  program  provides  services  in  all  54  court  districts  across  Ontario.  The 
Victim  /Witness  Assistance  Program  provides  victims  and  witnesses  with  information 
and  assistance  regarding  crisis  intervention  and  addressing  safety  issues,  needs 
assessment,  referrals  to  community  agencies,  emotional  support,  court  preparation, 
orientation  and  updates,  for  the  most  vulnerable  and  highly  traumatized  victims  of 
violent  crime.  Crown  Attorneys  rely  on  Victim  Witness  staff  to  perform  the  following 
functions  that  are  integral  to  the  criminal  court  process:  obtain  victims’  input  for  bail  and 
sentencing,  assess  victims’  specialized  testimonial  needs/supports,  conduct  court 
preparations,  provide  victims  with  case  status  updates  and  information  about/assistance 
with  Victim  Impact  Statements.

ITEM  DESCRIPTION 

The  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board  (CICB)  is  a  quasi-judicial  administrative 
tribunal  established  under  the  Compensation  for  Victims  of  Crime  Act.  The  CICB 
awards  compensation  to  victims  of  crimes  of  violence,  where  the  crime  occurred  in 
Ontario.  In  addition  to  the  Chair,  there  is  one  full-time  Vice-Chair,  two  part-time  Vice- 
Chairs  and  29  part-time  board  members.  Board  members  come  from  a  variety  of 
backgrounds  and  have  experience  in  the  areas  of  law,  police  services,  victims’  issues, 
counselling  and  adjudication.  It  is  the  Board  members  responsibility  to  adjudicate 
claims  on  a  case-by-case  basis  to  award  compensation.  The  CICB  works  with  police 
services  and  the  courts  to  obtain  information  in  relation  to  the  criminal  incidents  reported 
by  victims. 

The  CICB  determines  whether  an  individual  victim  of  a  crime  of  violence  is  eligible  for 
compensation  at  an  oral  or  written  hearing.  The  amount  of  an  award  is  assessed  based 
on  the  information  supplied  by  victims,  in  accordance  with  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
injuries  sustained.  Compensation  may  be  awarded  for  pain  and  suffering,  treatment 
expenses  incurred  as  a  result  of  an  injury  or  death,  income  loss,  loss  of  support  and 
other  reasonable  expenses  related  to  the  crime  of  violence. 

The  CICB’s  offices  are  in  Toronto,  but  hearings  are  held  on  a  regular  basis  at  19 
locations  throughout  the  province. 

FUNCTIONS 

•  reviews  eligibility  and  accepts  applications  from  persons  injured  in  Ontario  due  to 
a  crime  of  violence; 

•  collects  documentation  to  support  the  claim  and  provides  guidance  and 
assistance  to  applicants  and  victims  in  preparing  claims; 

•  adjudicates  claims  and  prepares  decisions; 

•  processes  the  authorized  awards  for  payment  and  mails  out  with  decision; 

•  assesses  claims  for  interim  compensation  prior  to  a  CICB  hearing  and  for 
additional  compensation  due  to  a  change  in  circumstances  after  an  award  has 
been  granted. 
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APPENDIX  I: 


ANNUAL  REPORT  2007-08 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  responsible  for  providing  a  fair  and  accessible 
justice  system  that  reflects  the  needs  of  diverse  communities  across  the  province.  The 
ministry  employs  approximately  8,100  staff  who: 

•  work  in  criminal,  civil  and  family  courts; 

•  prosecute  crime; 

•  provide  services  to  victims  and  vulnerable  Ontarians; 

•  provide  legal  services  to  Government. 

The  ministry  is  guided  by  four  key  strategies  to  support  the  government  priority  of 
"Stronger,  Safer  Communities."  They  are: 

•  Improving  the  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System; 

•  Protecting  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable; 

•  Ensuring  Access  to  Victim  Services; 

•  Delivering  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System. 

Improving  the  Effectiveness  of  the  Criminal  Justice  System 

The  Guns  and  Gangs  Task  Force  continued  its  work.  There  are  now  72  Crown 
prosecutors  working  with  police  to  investigate  and  prosecute  street-level  gun  violence. 
Specially  trained  Crown  prosecutors  are  deployed  across  the  province  working  full-time 
as  a  resource  to  police  and  prosecutors  on  gun  violence  cases. 

The  ministry  continued  to  work  with  its  partners  in  Ontario  and  across  Canada  to  fight 
crime.  In  June  2007,  Ontario  hosted  the  first  annual  inter-provincial  forum  on  organized 
crime.  Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  Manitoba  and  Guebec  also  took  part.  Experts  shared 
advice  on  search  warrants  and  wiretaps,  witness  protection  and  other  tools  and  tactics 
to  combat  organized  crime. 

In  July  2007,  the  Premier  announced  that  the  government  was  hiring  200  more  OPP 
officers.  53  of  these  officers  target  illegal  guns.  They  work  with  six  new  prosecutors  to 
track  and  investigate  restricted  guns  across  the  province. 

That  same  month,  the  ministry  created  a  special  advisory  group  on  organized  crime. 
Crown  prosecutors,  police,  retailers  and  other  experts  advise  the  ministry  on  how  to 
better  investigate  and  prosecute  identity  theft,  counterfeiting  and  other  crimes.  The 
advisory  group  will  focus  on: 

•  new  investigation  strategies; 

•  how  to  use  experts  and  researchers; 

•  creating  training  materials  for  prosecutors  and  police. 
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In  August  2007,  the  Premier  announced  a  crackdown  on  high-risk  offenders.  A  $21 .5 
million,  five-year  plan  will: 

•  create  six  specialized  regional  teams  to  prosecute  and  manage  dangerous  and 

long-term  offenders; 

•  increase  efforts  to  monitor  repeat  offenders  in  the  community  and  notify  victims 

of  their  release; 

•  convene  a  roundtable  of  experts  to  discuss  the  best  ways  to  manage  high-risk 

offenders. 

At  that  time,  the  Premier  also  called  on  the  federal  government  to  conduct  a  full-scale 
review  of  ail  of  its  high-risk  offender  legislation. 

A  second  major  crimes  courtroom  opened  in  October  2007  in  Toronto  at  the  2201  Finch 
Avenue  West  courthouse.  This  court  is  part  of  Ontario’s  $68  million  fight  against  gun 
and  gang  violence. 

In  December  2007,  the  ministry  announced  that  it  would  hire  40  new  full-time  Crown 
attorneys  and  1 5  new  full-time  support  staff.  These  prosecutors  and  support  staff  will  be 
deployed  across  the  province.  There  are  now  more  than  900  Crowns  who  prosecute 
more  than  500,000  charges  across  the  province. 

Sn  2007-08,  the  ministry  expanded  the  Youth  Justice  Committees  to  eight  new 
locations. They  are  now  located  in  57  communities  across  the  province.  The  ministry  has 
met  its  goal  of  establishing  a  committee  in  each  of  the  province’s  base  court 
jurisdictions.  Youth  Justice  Committees  are  an  alternative  to  prosecuting  youth  aged  12 
to  17  who  have  committed  low-risk  offences  such  as  mischief,  theft  or  minor  assault. 
Local  volunteer  committees  work  out  an  appropriate  way  for  the  young  person  to  make 
amends  for  their  actions. 

In  February  2008,  the  Attorney  General  announced  a  review  of  procedures  for  large  and 
complex  criminal  cases.  The  Honourable  Patrick  LeSage,  Q.C.,  and  Professor  Michael 
Code  are  leading  the  review.  They  will  identify  issues  and  recommend  solutions  to 
move  large,  complex  cases  through  the  justice  system  faster  and  more  effectively.  They 
will  gather  advice  from  defence  lawyers,  prosecutors,  the  judiciary,  Legal  Aid  Ontario, 
the  police  and  others. 

In  March  2008,  the  Attorney  General  announced  that  Ontario  will  set  public  targets  for 
moving  cases  more  quickly  through  the  criminal  justice  system.  The  province  will  work 
with  its  justice  partners  to  improve  processes,  use  increased  resources  more  effectively 
and  reduce  the  time  and  number  of  court  appearances  needed  to  complete  criminal 

cases. 

This  year,  Ontario  made  several  calls  on  the  federal  government  to  ban  handguns.  The 
province  also  asked  for: 

•  full  funding  for  the  2,500  additional  police  officers  promised  by  the  federal 
government; 

•  increased  anti-gun  smuggling  security  at  the  Canada-United  States  border. 
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Ontario  also  expressed  continued  disappointment  in  the  federal  government's  extension 
of  the  long  gun  registration  amnesty  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 

Protecting  the  Interests  of  the  Most  Vulnerable 

The  ministry  continued  to  support  and  strengthen  Ontario’s  legal  aid  system  in  2007- 
2008. 

The  ministry  increased  Legal  Aid  Ontario’s  base  funding  by  $51  million  through  the 
government’s  2007  budget.  This  additional  funding  comes  over  three  years,  including 
an  extra  $15  million  in  2007-2008.  Legal  Aid  Ontario  (LAO)  used  the  additional  money 
to  increase  the  hourly  rates  it  pays  lawyers,  duty  counsel  and  students.  It  also  provided 
stable  funding  to  the  South  Asian  Legal  Clinic  of  Ontario. 

The  government  appointed  Professor  John  McCamus  as  the  new  Chair  of  LAO. 
Professor  McCamus  is  the  author  of  a  1997  report  on  Ontario’s  legal  aid  system.  He 
was  reviewing  and  updating  this  report  at  the  time  of  his  appointment.  Professor 
Michael  Trebilcock  was  appointed  to  complete  the  review.  His  report  is  expected  in 
Spring  2008. 

In  June  2007,  the  ministry  and  LAO  also  began  work  on  a  new  protocol  for  managing 
court-ordered,  publicly-funded  criminal  defences.  This  work  began  after  developments 
in  R.  v.  Wills.  In  November  2007,  the  Attorney  General  announced  that  he  was 
accelerating  its  development.  The  protocol  was  finalized  in  December  2007. 

The  protocol  applies  when  a  judge  orders  the  ministry  to  fund  the  defence  of  an 
accused  person  who  is  not  receiving  legal  aid.  LAO  manages  these  cases  according  to 
its  normal  billing  and  payment  rules  and  processes. 

In  February  2008,  the  government  responded  to  the  Ombudsman’s  report  on  defence 
funding  in  R.  v.  Wills.  The  ministry  asked  the  court  to  review  Mr.  Wills’  legal  bills  to 
determine  whether  some  of  the  public  funds  paid  should  be  returned.  It  also  began  a 
lawsuit  against  Wills  to  recover  public  funds  spent  on  his  defence. 

The  ministry  also  continued  to  fight  internet  crimes  against  children  in  2007-2008. 
Together  with  the  Ministry  of  Community  Safety  and  Correctional  Services,  the  ministry 
provided  $738,000  fora  team  of  municipal,  regional  and  provincial  police,  Crown 
prosecutors  and  victim  service  workers. 

The  ministry  also  began  working  with  the  YTV  network  and  the  Canadian  Centre  for 
Child  Protection.  This  partnership  will  promote  online  safety  and  help  children  avoid 
internet  predators. 

Ensuring  Access  to  Victim  Services 

The  ministry  continued  to  expand  its  services  for  victims  of  crime  in  2007-2008.  In  May, 
the  ministry  provided  funding  for  an  additional  four  Victim  Crisis  Assistance  and  Referral 
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Services  locations  in  Halton,  Hamilton,  Kenora  and  Peel.  This  program’s  provincial 
budget  was  also  raised  by  20  per  cent. 

The  Victim/Witness  Assistance  Program  continued  to  provide  services  to  66,000  victims 
and  witnesses  of  violent  crime  throughout  the  court  process.  A  new  program  office  was 
opened  in  Elliot  Lake.  This  program  is  a  cornerstone  of  services  provided  to  victims  of 
violent  crime  in  Ontario.  It  celebrated  its  20th  anniversary  in  2007. 

The  government  also  announced  funding  for  three  new  centres  for  child  victims  and 
witnesses  in  Ottawa  and  the  regions  of  Peel  and  Waterloo. 

In  July  2007,  the  government  began  providing  three  new  services  for  victims  of  violent 
crime.  Financial  support  for  emergency  expenses,  funeral  expenses  and  counselling  are 
now  available  province-wide. 

In  2007-2008,  the  government  provided  $1 .35  million  for  a  grant  program  to  fight  hate 
crimes.  $1.12  million  went  to  community  agencies  for  one-time  projects  to  enhance 
community  resources  and  address  service  gaps.  The  rest  of  the  funds  went  to 
community  agencies  increasing  information  availability  for  hate  crimes  victims.  This 
funding  supported  23  projects  across  Ontario. 

In  August  2007,  the  government  boosted  funding  for  Sexual  Assault  Centres  by  three 
per  cent.  The  government  currently  invests  $13  million  per  year  in  38  sexual  assault 
centres  across  the  province.  These  centres  serve  more  than  36,000  women  each  year. 

In  January  2008,  the  government  invested  more  than  $550,000  in  one-time  funding  for 
Partner  Assault  Response  programs.  This  funding  is  in  addition  to  the  program’s  $8.6 
million  annual  budget  and  responds  to  an  increased  demand  for  service.  This  allows 
around  400  additional  domestic  violence  offenders  to  receive  group  counselling. 

In  2007-2008,  the  ministry  continued  its  Community  Grants  Program  with  a  $6  million 
investment  in  107  community  agencies  across  the  province.  This  program  funded 
community  organizations  that  assist: 

•  victims  of  hate  crimes,  domestic  violence,  and  sexual  assault; 

•  child/youth  victims,  including  victims  of  sexual  abuse  and  exploitation; 

•  other  under-served  victims  groups. 

In  response  to  a  report  from  the  provincial  Ombudsman  in  February  2007,  the 
government  provided  an  additional  $12.75  million  to  the  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation 
Board(CICB)  last  year  for  compensation  payments  to  victims.  It  also  provided  an 
additional  $2  million  to  allow  the  board  to  hire  more  adjudicators  and  staff  to  speed  up 
the  compensation  process. 

In  order  to  help  the  CICB  modernize  its  operations  and  decrease  its  caseload,  the 
province  further  earmarked  $100  million  in  one-time  funding  for  compensation  awards. 
This  money  will  provide  compensation  to  8,000  victims  of  violent  crime  and  their  families 
who  have  applied  for  compensation  to  the  Board. 
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After  his  appointment  in  March  2007,  former  Chief  Justice  Roy  McMurtry  began  his 
work  considering  the  role  of  direct  compensation  within  the  spectrum  of  victim  services 
provided  by  the  ministry  and  organizations  accountable  to  it,  including  the  Criminal 
injuries  Compensation  Board.  His  report  is  expected  in  2008. 

Delivering  a  Modern  and  Efficient  Court  System 

The  ministry  continued  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  court  system  in  2007-2008. 

In  July  2007,  the  Legislation  Act  came  into  effect.  This  new  law  was  created  through  the 
Access  to  Justice  Act.  It  allows  the  popular  e-Laws  website  to  be  used  in  court  as  an 
accurate  statement  of  the  law. 

In  November  2007,  the  ministry  released  a  summary  of  the  Honourable  Coulter 
Osborne’s  report  on  ways  to  improve  Ontario’s  civil  justice  system.  The  report  is  based 
on  research,  province-wide  consultations  and  written  submissions.  It  contains  81 
recommendations  on  the  civil  justice  system. 

After  the  report’s  release,  the  Attorney  General  held  focussed  discussions  with  justice 
partners  in  communities  across  the  province,  including  Toronto,  Stratford,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  London,  Hamilton,  Kingston,  Ottawa,  Barrie,  and  Oakville.  Mr.  Osborne’s  final 
report  is  expected  later  in  2008. 

In  2007-2008,  the  ministry  appointed  9  judges  to  the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice,  as  well  as 
41  full-time  presiding  justices  of  the  peace.  The  Honourable  Annemarie  Erika  Bonkalo 
was  appointed  Chief  Justice  of  the  Ontario  Court  of  Justice  in  May  2007.  In  July  2007, 
regional  senior  judges  Peter  Douglas  Griffiths  and  John  Andrew  Payne  were  appointed 
as  Associate  Chief  Justices  of  this  court. 

The  ministry  continued  to  improve  courthouse  facilities  this  year.  In  June  2007, 
construction  officially  began  on  the  Durham  Consolidated  Courthouse  in  Oshawa.  The 
new  courthouse  will  merge  justice  services  currently  provided  in  eight  separate 
locations.  The  new  facility  will  be  built  to  top  energy  conservation  standards.  It  is 
expected  to  open  late  in  2009. 

In  July,  the  ministry  marked  the  opening  of  a  consolidated  courthouse  in  Pembroke.  The 
renovated  national  heritage  building  brought  together  courts  from  four  locations  in 
Renfrew  County  under  one  roof.  The  consolidated  courthouse’s  heritage  design  was 
awarded  a  Certificate  of  Merit  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

The  ministry  improved  courthouse  accessibility  across  the  province  in  2007-2008.  In 
April  2007,  the  Attorney  General  and  the  former  Chief  Justice  of  Ontario,  the 
Honourable  Roy  McMurtry,  announced  a  new  committee  to  promote  barrier-free  courts. 
A  project  to  track  requests  for  accessibility-related  information  on  existing  court  services 
began  in  7  court  sites.  These  projects  stem  from  a  2006  report  Mr.  McMurtry  wrote  on 
making  Ontario’s  court  system  fully  accessible. 
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In  February  2008,  the  Attorney  General  announced  that  the  Barrie  courthouse  will 
receive  new  accessible,  bilingual  signs.  This  project  will  improve  access  to  justice  by 
making  the  court  process  easier  for  Ontarians.  The  ministry  will  consult  with  court  users 
and  experts  to  ensure  the  signs  meet  the  needs  of  people  with  disabilities.  Discussions 
will  also  be  held  with  representatives  of  the  francophone  community.  The  ministry  will 
share  best  practices  across  the  province. 

The  ministry  also  continued  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  Panel  on  Justice 
and  the  Media.  In  May  2007,  the  ministry  cut  the  fee  to  photocopy  documents  in 
provincially-run  courts  in  half,  from  $2  to  $1 .  It  also  lowered  the  fee  charged  to  non- 
parties  to  view  civil  case  files  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  and  Superior  Court  of  Justice  by 
69  per  cent,  from  $32  to  $10. 

Between  September  and  November  2007,  certain  proceedings  in  the  Ontario  Court  of 
Appeal  were  recorded  and  streamed  live  on  the  Court’s  website.  DVD  copies  were 
available  to  media,  along  with  an  audio  feed  box  for  reporters.  Recorded  proceedings 
were  archived  on  the  Court’s  website  for  90  days  to  increase  access  to  justice.  The 
“Cameras  in  the  Courtroom”  project  is  now  being  evaluated. 

Serving  a  Vital  Public  Interest 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  continued  to  provide  expert  legal  services  to 
government  in  civil  and  constitutional  litigation  and  legal  advice  to  client  ministries. 

In  May  2007,  the  legislature  passed  a  law  establishing  a  new  police  complaints  system. 
This  system  will  be  run  by  a  new  civilian  organization,  and  led  by  an  Independent  Police 
Review  Director.  The  Director  will  be  hired  in  the  spring  of  2008.  The  new  system  is 
expected  to  be  up  and  running  in  2009. 

In  September  2007,  the  Attorney  General  helped  to  open  the  new  Law  Commission  of 
Ontario.  The  Commission  works  with  the  academic  and  legal  communities,  the  judiciary 
and  the  public.  It  crafts  practical  and  creative  solutions  to  existing  legal  challenges.  It 
also  explores  ways  to  make  Ontario’s  justice  system  more  accessible. 

Patricia  Hughes,  a  former  dean  of  the  University  of  Calgary’s  law  school,  is  the 
Commission’s  first  Executive  Director. 

The  ministry  is  working  to  modernize  Ontario’s  human  rights  system  following  passage 
of  a  law  amending  the  Human  Rights  Code  in  December  2006.  The  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Commission  will  continue  to  promote,  protect  and  advance  human  rights. 

As  of  June  30,  2008,  all  discrimination  claims  will  be  filed  directly  with  the  Human  Rights 
Tribunal  of  Ontario.  The  new  Human  Rights  Legal  Support  Centre  will  offer  claims- 
related  legal  and  support  services  to  people  across  Ontario. 

In  2007-2008,  the  Civil  Remedies  Act  continued  to  be  used  to  help  take  the  profit  out  of 
unlawful  activities  and  compensate  direct  victims. 
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In  April  2007,  the  government  returned  almost  $635,000  to  39  victims  of  a  financial 
scam.  Also  that  month,  an  association  representing  businesses  operating  near  the 
former  "Sandbar  Tavern”  crack  house  in  Hamilton  received  more  than  $7,000  in 
compensation. 

Other  grants  included: 

•  May  2007  -$47,073  for  the  West  Gray  Police  to  purchase  a  new  canine  unit 
vehicle: 

•  August  2007  -  $14,460  for  the  OPP’s  Biker  Enforcement  Unit  for  enhanced 
investigative  technology: 

•  August  2007  -  $144,000  for  the  OPP’s  Asset  Forfeiture  Unit  to  hire  a  forensic 
accountant  to  investigate  asset  forfeiture  cases  across  Ontario; 

•  August  2007  -  $1 5,950  for  the  Peel  Regional  Police  to  develop  officers'  skills  as 
expert  witnesses. 

In  August  2007,  the  Attorney  General  was  granted  a  court  order  to  preserve  and  secure 
a  Chatham  "drug  house.”  The  property  at  51  Taylor  Avenue  was  frozen  and  temporary 
control  was  given  to  the  Crown,  pending  the  outcome  of  forfeiture  proceedings. 

Amendments  to  the  Civil  Remedies  Act  took  effect  in  February  2008.  These 
amendments  allow  the  civil  courts  to  impound  and  forfeit  the  vehicle  of  repeat  drunk 
drivers.  Cars  could  be  impounded  and  sold  if  a  court  finds  that: 

•  the  vehicle  was  involved  in,  or  is  likely  to  be  involved  in,  a  drinking  and  driving 
offence:  and 

•  the  vehicle  is  owned  or  driven  by  a  person  whose  driver’s  licence  has  been 
suspended  for  a  drinking  and  driving  offence  two  or  more  times  in  the  preceding 
10  years. 

Victims  may  also  apply  for  compensation  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  vehicle. 

In  March  2008,  two  Hamilton-area  properties,  including  one  used  as  a  marijuana  grow 
operation,  cash  and  bank  accounts  with  a  total  net  value  of  almost  $325,000  were 
forfeited  to  the  Crown.  A  motorcycle  gang  clubhouse  in  Thunder  Bay  was  also  forfeited 
to  the  Crown  that  month. 

At  the  end  of  the  2007-2008  fiscal  year,  the  ministry  had  $1 1 .6  million  in  property  frozen 
pending  the  completion  of  civil  forfeiture  proceedings. 

In  April  2007,  the  Attorney  General  appointed  the  Honourable  Mr.  Justice 
Stephen  Goudge  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  Ontario  to  lead  a  public  inquiry  into  the 
oversight  of  Ontario’s  pediatric  forensic  pathology  system.  His  report  is  expected  in 
September  2008. 
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Also  this  year,  the  government  received  the  final  report  of  the  Ipperwash  Inquiry,  and 
the  Cornwall  Public  Inquiry  continued  its  work.
